President Hoover spoke up for the 
London naval limitations agreement 
today in a statement to the press as 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee prepared for a vote on the pact 
next week. 

Without direct reference to the op- 
position in the senate which has be- 
come manifest in recent days, the 
president: said “the real issue ¢n the 
treaty is whether we shall stop com- 
petitive naval building with all the 
destruction and dangers to interna- 
tional good will which continuation 
on these courses implies.” 


In two brief sentences of his last | 


paragraph, he disposed of the senate 
committee’s contentions for the pa- 
pers exchanged among the powers be- 


fore the conference. 

“The senate through two of its 
members upon the delegation has had 
a practical participation in every 
step in the making of the treaty.” 
he said. “There is not one seintilla 
of agreement or obligation of any 
character outside the treaty itself. 

A more definite reply to the com- 
mittee’s resolution asserting its right 
to the papers was made earlier in 
the day by Secretary Stimson. 

In a letter to Chairman Borah, 
he acknowled receipt of the reso- 
lution and said the executive branch, 
did not intend to define the duty 
of the senate nor the scope of its 
powers. He maintained, however, 
that the treaty must be “measured by 
the language of the document® and 
made no move to turn over the pa- 
pers sought by Senator Johnson, re- 
publican, California.

Atlanta stands in the twenty-second 
place among the cities of the United 
States in a table of probable popula- 
tions compiled from official figures, 
aceording to information received in 
Atlanta from Washington Friday. 

In’ 1920, with a population of 200,- 
616, the city was in thirty-third place. 
Its present population is 359,668. 

The table, which is based on pre- 
liminary counts and estimates in those 
cities where the census has not been 
completed, is thought to be accurate 
in a high degree. 

The ten largest cities of the nation 
will show an increase of about 3,000.- 
000 in the final count, it was said, 
with Chicago and Los Angeles prob- 
ably showing the largest increase 
among them.

Broken, Say Refiners 


NEW YORK, June 15.—(4)— 
Threatened withdrawal of two refin- 
ers from the Sugar Institute unless 
refiners generally take action to en- 
force living up to 30-day contracts 
literally became known today. 

The dissension became public when 
B. W. Dyer & Company, sugar brok- 
ers of New York, gave out a letter 
from the Revere Sager Refinery, of 
Boston, signed by J. R. Clark as 
salesmanager. ‘The letter stated that 
“it must be thoroughly understood 
that all contracts shall be taken out 
within the contract period,” and that 
the California and Hawaii refinery, on 
the Pacific coast, controlled by plant- 
ers in California and Hawaii, “has 
advised that if this action is not 
taken by refiners they will with- 
draw from the institute.” 

“This feeling is ‘shared,” the |let- 
ter continues, “by the Revere Sugar 
Refinery, which has made every effort 
to force 30-day contracts and have 
only extended ‘the period for delivery 
after such extensions have been made 
by other refiners.” 

Extensions of time for delivery un- 
der 30-day contracts, which are stand- 
ard in the trade, are technical vio- 
lations of the principles of the insti- 
tute, which was formed to assure a 
code of ethics, one of which is that 
contracts shall be 30 days. 

Fred G. Taylor, acting secretary 
of the institute, said he did not think

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Former St. Petersburg, Fla., 
Official Starts for 
City. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., June 13. 
(P)}—Noel A. Mitchell, former mayor 
of St. Petersburg, and for many years 
stormy petrel in local politics, was 
speeding south tonight on a fast train 
to present himself to local police for 
questioning in connection with the 
death here 12 days ago of George 
Council, whose body was found in the 
ruins of his burned home. 


Mitchell was located in New York 
last night through co-operation of As- 
sociated Press and the St. Petersburg 
Times an hour after a nationwide 
search for the St. Petersburg man 
had been announced by police here. 
Mitchell: immediately denied knowl 
edge of Council's death and said he 
would voluntarily return to answer 
any questions. 

Council's body was o¢ing exhumed 
this afternoon and a post mortem ex- 
amination will be conducted tonight 
to determine, if possible the manner 
and cause of his death. While the 
post mortem has been surrounded by 
the utmost secrecy by police, it was 
learned tonight that the examination 
would be made by the city physician, 
Dr. W. W. Hardin, but that on de- 
mand of Mrs. Mitchell, wife of the 
former mayor, that two other phy- 
sicians will be present. : 

It was learned today that Council's 
first wife has communicated with po- 
lice, as also has James W. Council, a 
brother, of Plant City, asking a com- 
plete investigation. Council's second 
wife, who now operates a wood yard 
in Tampa, was a witness at the cor- 
oner’s inquest. She said she had been 


separated from Council several 
months,

announced tonight that he had been 
retained to represent Mitchell. He 
said his client would probably arrive 
herelate Saturday ‘afternoon, Lamb- 
din declared the entire case against 
Mitchell is one of circumstances, and 
intimated that political persecution 
might be behind the whole affair.

Held Violators 
Of Blue Sunday 


TRENTON, N. J., June 13.—(UN) 
|} A group of quoits tossers, two minis- 
ters, numerous golfers and scores of 


storekepeers were included among 
3.733 alleged violators of the Sunday 
blue laws named in a report submit- 
ted today by Public Safety Director 
George La Barre. 

The list of miscreants was  pre- 
sented to Prosecufor Charles H. Eng- 
lish who forthwith went before the 
May grand jury to discover whether 
its members, otherwise freed from 
further duty this term, wished to hear 
evidence concerning the wholesale 
crime wave observed by La Barre and 
his men on recent Sundays. The grand 
jury decided to hold a special session 
June 23. 

The blue laws were passed in 1798 
when Trenton was little more than a 
trading post on the Delaware. They 
have never been repealed and have 
operated only in a limited sense—af- 
fecting theaters and other amuse- 
ments.

Capital Blaze Hurts | 
Several Firemen’ 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—(/)— 
Several firemen were injured and

The fire gutted a five-story struc- 
ture housing a hardware and paint 
company and spread to adjacent 
structures.

Mr. Owens advised use of base-

trons. He estimated that in the fu- 
ture the office building would be a 
combination building with one square 
foot of space set aside for parking 
purposes to every four square feet 
of rental office space as a probable 
ratio. . 

A. G, Schille, of Seattle, discussing 
the estimated 100,000 women in the 
American cities who nightly serub, 
scour, clean and sweep silently like 
busy gnomes, disposing of the refuse 
left by the busy world, declared that 
it was a mistake for married women 
to work eight hours at night, because 
statistics show that they receive only 
four and a half hours of sleep in 
the daytime. 

“We would get a great deal more 
for our money,” Mr. Schille said, “if 
we held the night shift hours of our 
women to between five and six hours.” 

Yesterday Allan C. Gottschaldt, of 
Atlanta, Ga., urged the use of adver- 
tising by office buildings. 

“Your primary medium by all 
means is the newspaper,” he said.

Nebulous Throne 
In Vanished Land 


Law Suit Prize 


PARIS: June 13,—(0N)—A non: 


existent. throne in a Vanished king> 
dom is the mythical prize of a strange 
lawsuit to be heard soon by the second 
tribunal of Paris, The legal battle 


centers around the succession to the — 


throne of Wallachia, a former tiny 
kingdom which was merged with Ra- 
mania more than 7Q-years ago. 

When Prince George Stribey Bar- 
bon, of Wallachia, died in Paris in 
1925 he left a testament willing his 
mythical kingdom and throne, which 
his father had occupied, to his adopted 
daughters, Mile. Fould and the late 
Marquise De Grasse. 

Mile. Fould. a French artist of 
repute, now wishes the French court 
to give her a legal declaration that 
all claims made by the relatives of 
the late German tor Schutte to 
the same throne are invalid and are 
even less existent than the throne it- 
self, 

The French painter says she will 
attempt to show that Doctor Schutte 
was not the illegitimate son of Prinee 
Stribey, born of a chambermaid in 
Vienna in 1853. The German doctor, 
at the age of 73, presented a Vienna 
birth certificate showing him to be 
the son of Prince Stribey in proceed- 
ings which he started in Paris some 
three years ago and which were halted 
by his death. 

Three relatives of Dr. Schutte who 
are said to be scattered in England, 
Austria and Germany, are continuing 
their father’s claim to the ancient 
kingdom of Wallachia. Mile. Fould’s 
suit is a counter-action to prove the 
doctor was an imposter and that she 
and the relatives of her sister are the 
legal successors to Wallachia should 
it ever become a kingdom again. 

The kingdom of Wallachia existed 
for seven years from 1849 when 
Prince Georges B secured the 
separation of the tiny parcel of land 
from the Austro-Hungarian empire 
and established his~brother, Prince 
Stribey, on the throne. Tiny as the 
kingdom was. Prince Stribey gave 
balls and court affairs that were fa- 
mous throughout Europe for their 
lavishness. His crown tumbled when 
the treaty of Paris in 1858 nnited 
Wallachia to the province of Moldavia 
in the Rumanian kingdom. 

The young Prince Stribey; heir to 
the vanished throne, travel all over 
Europe after studying in Paris. He 
served as Rumanian minister ot war 
and minister of foreign affairs but 
suddenly packed up and naturalized 
himself in France.

But a lot of burning oratory is being unleashed as to whether Schmeling 
could have survived 15 rounds, whether he could have come on later to 
beat Sharkey and whether a world championship, hanging in the balance, 
should be awarded on a foul. ; 

Outside of the gate receipts, which is always the big part, the 
main idea in this late encounter was to prove that some one had 
come along who deserved to take over the crown that Tunney had 
tossed aside. About all this proved was that Schmeling could 
take it and that Sharkey still couldn’t control his fast one.

It is easy enough to time against a target that is still or that 
is backing away. It is extremely difficult to time against a fighter coming 
from a half crouch into a quick charge. 


Schmeling proved something also. Every one knew he had a 
cool head. The big doubt concerned his ability to take it. He 
took plenty in the third round. He took full right hand wallops 
to the chin, at least one solid uppercuit and a left hook to the 
body delivered with all the force that Sharkey had in his big, 
brawny system. In this round Sharkey had measured Schmeling 
perfectly, had timed at least four of his punches, and had nailed 
the target. But the target, while jarred and jolted, showed no 
signs of dropping or reeling or fading out of the battle. 

Schmeling proved beyond any question in this round that he was 
not only game but durable, that he could take his full share and still keep 
on coming in. 


TWO DETAILS. 


It had been said before the fight that if the German ever landed one 
or more solid rights that Sharkey would blow up. Schmeling landed 
several solid rights and Sharkey remained as cool and as collected as he 
was at the start. If these punches hurt him he never showed it by as 
much as the blinking of an eye.

WHO WOULD HAVE WON? 


There will be a million arguments from now on as to. which man 
would have won. Schmeling had been considerably shaken up in the 
third round but he had come back in the fourth in good shape. He 
had shown that he was in fine condition and that he had durability as 
' well as stamina, courage as well as coolness.. 

It is quite possible that he would have kept along in his 
tireless fashion and finally turned the Boston fighter into a dis- 
couraged mood. But as fer as the fight went Sharkey was the 
master of the show. He had proved to be the better boxer and 
the harder puncher. He had jarred the German more with both 
left. and right than Schmeling had jarred him with his last punch, 
the right hand wallop. 

Sharkey looked to be on his way to a victory. There are many who 
believed that another such onslaught as the third round brought on would 
have paved the way for an early knockout around the seventh or eighth 
round. But this is another one of those arguments that will never be 
solved unless they meet again. 

It is almost certain that Schmeling could never have stopped 
Sharkey. And failing to stop him he would have had a hard 
time outpointing a man who was outboxing and outpunching him, 
who was bigger, faster and stronger. 

It is, of course, possible that if Sharkey had failed to stop his opponent 
by the ninth or tenth round he might again have started a flurry of wild 
swinging as he did in Miami. Any one of these things might have hap- 
pened, but no one can say which one would have takeh place in later 
rounds,
